Thi-  i-  ;hc  fault  of  the  feeder  feed- 
iii;  too  heavily  at  the  >tart.  As  a  rule  it  is  hettcr  to  Icivr  the  hirds  without  any  fooil 
;  r  the  fir,-.t  twcnty-foiir  hours  after  cnterint:  the  crate-.  Tlio-e  that  have  I, em  -hipped 
.,  (Ii>taiice,  however,  are  pretty  well  i-tarvcd  when  reecivrd,  and  they  may  he  fid  earlier. 
iiit  care  must  lie  taken  that  the  fi'cd  fur  the  tir-t  two  or  three  day-  i-  yiven  -parini;ly. 

Thi-  aim  should  he  to  keep  the  hirds  fairly  huns-'ry,  never  -ati-tied  until  they 
i  ic.iiic  u>cd  to  the  confined  ipiartcrs.

Mixing  the  Ration. 

.\lmost  aii.v  farm  fxround  irrain  mixed  with  milk  will  an-wer.  Whole  irrain  -Imuld 
\er  ln'  friven.  All  teed  should  he  irroimd  .ju-t  a-  tine  a-  |iii--iiile.  A  mixture  of 
eral  grains  jrive-  the  he-t  re-ult-  in  tliat  the  hirds  do  not  tire  of  a  varict.v  as  -imu 
the.v  do  of  one  feed.  Their  feed  should  all  he  ted  in  a  wet  >tate,  mixed  to  the  cou- 
leney  of  iiorridfTc.  so  that  it  can  he  poured  from  a  jiail  or  dipped  out  with  a  flat  ladle 
-hiiifrle.  The  hest  mixiiifr  material  is  huttermilk.  Skim-milk  comes  next,  l^etter 
iilts  will  he  ohtained  when  the  milk  is  sour  and  mixed  one  feed  ahead.  A  little  .-alt 
led  to  the  mash  makes  it  more  palatahle.  and  the  chickens  will  eat  more  of  it.  If 
■  milk  is  not  i>rocurahle  and  water  has  to  he  us(><l  tor  mixinir,  .">  to  lit  per  cent  o*" 
imal  foods,  such  as  heef  MTiip  or  hlood  meal,  niifrht  he  added  to  the  frraiii  mixture, 
up  made  from  boiling  heef  lieads  can  be  used  in  this  conne<'tioii.
